We note with pleasure the interest manifested 
by our denomination in this “reat work; and especially is this 
the case with most of the chureyes comprising this Association, 
We find that ten of them report active Sunday schools with a 
membership aggregating 758 inclu ling officers and teachers, 
Unfortunately two of the twelve churches make neo report at 
all on this important subject; if they have no Sunday schools we 
would most earnestly urge upon them’ the necessity for imme- 
diate organization 

Giod alone is ablé to estimate the good that. is being done 
through this branch of our chareh work, and in’ recognition of 
this truth we would, with all the earnestness of our nature, urge 
Upon our Baptist brethren everywhere, and especially in the

1. In papal aly, where the Pope, the head of Roman Cathoi- 
icisim, lives, we lave G. B. Taylor, and J, H. Eager and wife, and 
fourteen native assistants, and sixteen preaching stations. 

2. In Brazil we have nineteen missionaries and ten mission 
stations. ; 

3. In Mexico, !we have thirty missionaries, one native assistant 
and thirteen mission stations. 

‘HI. The pagan) countries in which out Foreign Board has mis- 
sionaries are China and Japan, 

1. In China we havp forty-one missionaries and twenty-one 
assistants, This ix our oldest anil largest mission. 

2. In Japan, which is our youngest and smallest mission, we 
have only six missionaries aud two mission stations,

tains a mission 1s Yeruba, in Central Africa, near the Atlantic 
shore. In Africa We have eight missionaries and five native as- 
sistants.

CONSTITUTION. 


ArTicLe 1. The name of thit Association shall be the 
Lebanon Baptist Association. 

Art. 2. The offivers of this Association shall be a 
Moderator, and a Clerk, who shall also be ex-officio 
Treasurer. These shall be elected annually by ballot 
and hold their offices until their successors are elected. 

Arr. 3. The object of this Association shall be the 
promotion of the Redeemer’s kingdom by the concentra- — 
tion of Christian labor, inculeation of Bible Truth, and 


the cultivation of friendly intercourse among the 
churches, 


ArT. 4. Members of the Association may be of two 
classes, viz.: Male delegates, and messengers who shall 
produce evidence of their appointment by the churches 
which they propose to represent hefore being entitled to 
seats. Only the delegates shall have the right to vote. 

Art. 5. Each church belonging to the Association 
shall be entitled to two delegates until its membership 
shall exceed fifty, and one additional delegate for each 
additional fifty or fractional part therof ; provided, that 
ministers who are members of such churches, but supply 
other pulpits may be appointed ax additional delegates to 
the regular quota. | 


Art, 6. This Association shall) only Tiave the power 














of an advisory council and shall in no wise infringe upon 
the rights or independence of the churches, 

Art. 7. No queries shall be considered by the Asao- 
ciation unless regularly sent up through the churches, 
and such queries shall embrace only questions of doc- 
trine, 

Art. 8. The Association shall meet annually as may 

be agreed upon, and after enrolling the names of the del- 
egates, proceed by ballot to the election of a Moderator, . 
and a Clerk Who shall be ex-officio Treasurer of the Asso- 
tion. 
Art. 9. The duties of the various officers of the Axxo. 
ciation shall he similar to those of all deliberate bodies, 
and Mell's Parliamentary Manual shall be the basis of all 
decisions of order. 

Art. 10. Churches holding the Articles of Faith 
adopted by this body, may become members gf this Asso- 
ciation by a | udanimons vote, and letters of dismission 
may be obtained without assigning a reason therefor, by 
the concurrence of a majority present, while the Associa. 
tion retains the right of withdrawing from such churches 
as it shall deem heterodox or disorderly, 

Art: Il. This Constitution may be altered or 
amended at any annual meeting of the Association by a 
three-fourths vote of the delegates present.
